Che Worlds Largest Makers of Sterling Silver and Plate 
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Fine Examples of Secular Art in Dresden.

— time to time THE JEWELERS’ Cir- 
CULAR has illustrated and described 
conspicuous pieces of gold and silverwork 
from the rich collections of the Green 
Vaults at Dresden. These collections are 
remarkable for the fact that they consist

principally of secular examples of the gold- 
smith’s art, while elsewhere the ecclesias- 
tical specimens are usually predominating. 
The latter, being destined for certain fixed 
purposes, naturally exhibit considerable 
similarity, but in the former the artist was 
often enabled to give full sway to his im- 
aginative faculties and for this reason a 
great variety of shapes, decorations, etc., 
was attained, which would have been im- 
possible in religious art. 

Among the wealth of interesting gold 


and silver vessels and similar objects pre- 
served at the great repository of precious 
metalwork in Dresden there are many strik- 
ing examples which were not included in 
our former articles, for which reason we 
have selected a few of them for treatment 
to-day. 

While the practical articles intended for 
daily use by the burgher population in for- 
mer times were usually plain and without 
much ornamentation, it was left to the gold 
ar.d silversmiths to create highly ornate 
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Fic. 
show pieces of gold, silver, ivory and other 
costly materials with fine repousse hand- 
work embellishments for the festive boards 
of the princes and patrician houses. It 1s 
a source of gratification that many of these 
works of art have been preserved to us and 
in this respect the Royal house of Saxony 
has been especially fortunate. While other 
treasures have been sadly depleted in the 
course of times through necessities and 
vicissitudes, through spoliation by inva- 
ders, etc., the valuable contents of the Green 
Vaults have survived all these dangers and 
are still intact. Around the nucleus formed 
by Augustus II, king of Poland, an array 
of jewels, vessels of gold, silver and cop-

works of art, has 
been gathered by his suc which 1s 
probably without a rival. One of the 
strangest features of the collection 1s that 
it covers virtually only two centuries, viz., 
the period from the beginning of the 
Renaissance to the style of Louis XVI or 
baroque.

The mounting consisting 
of silver gilt embellished wi.h precious 
stones is most ornate and belongs to the 
best period of Italian art.

A large gilt welcome cup (Fig. 4) at- 
tracts attention. This remarkable piece 
bears in the center of the inner cover the 
large electoral coat of arms of Saxony, 
painted in colors under glass, while on the 
outside of the cup and on the lid there are 
15 similar Saxon escutcheons as medallions 
in white silver. Around the center of the 
goblet, which is covered with various other 
ornamentations, runs a finely executed 
hunting scene. 

Next there is a gorgeous wine pitcher 
in silver gilt decorated with a figure of 
Bellona on the top (Fig. 5). The spout 


of the pitcher is in the shape of the head 
of a dragon or similar fabulous animal 
while the handle constitutes its tail, end-

We should not fail to mention a mag- 
nificent welcome cup of silver gilt, dating 
from the 16th century (Fig. &), page 9o. 
It is of German origin and has on the 
cover a Roman _ warrior, often used 
on similar works. The belly of the vessel 
is ornamented with queer feminine heads, 
while the knop is formed by three beauti- 
fully executed female caryatids. 

As a fine example of Limoges enamel 
work the inside of the cover of an enamel 
drinking cup is of interest. It dates from 
the 16th century. The colors are still as 
vivid as ever. See Fig. 9, page 5».

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Reports from the European Diamond Markets. 








Conditions in the Gem Trade of London and Amsterdam as Reported by The Jewelers’ 
Circular’s Correspondents. 














Lonpon, Sept. 20.—Conditions in this 
market have shown some improvement dur- 
ing the past few days, compared with the 
beginning of the month, when there was a 
general siackness because of the faci tha 
licenses for importation were not given out. 
This prevented many and firms 
from doing business for a time, Since that 
time many firms at Holborn and Hatton 
Garden have supplied with licenses 
and business has now been resumed. Con- 
ditions are now improving and many whole- 
sale firms are eager to get gems. The 
prevailing demand is for medium qualities, 
while for good qualiiy stones there is no 
demand here at present. This condition, it 
is believed, will continue during the war. 
There is also a better demand for pcorer 
qualities and small gems, as many of our 
manufacturers are buying cheaper stones. 

A fair business would have been done 
this month by mounters and ring makers 
had it not been for the shor‘age of availzble 
labor. Many of the workmen have now 
entered the army. Qn the other hand, there 
has been a fair number of diamond cutters 
available, especially among those who have 
come here from Belgium the 
began and have opened factories in various 
parts of London. It is estimated that at 
least 200 Belgian diamond workers are now 
employed by different firms. This has 
caused some anxiety on the part of the 
trade authorities here and among members 
of the London Diamond Workers’ Union, 
who feared cheaper labor conditions. In 
order to come to a mu‘ual understanding a 
mass-meeting has been called for to-day of 
all the diamond workers now employed in 
London. It is the intention to form a 
union, and this step is hailed by the trade 
as a move in the right direction to stop 
competition and make the market even 
firmer. 

During the past few days the market for 
rough diamonds has been yisiied by a few 
prominent Amsterdam buyers, who made 
large purchases. Our Amsterdam corre- 
spondent speaks in this issue of a regula- 
tion for the importation of rough diamonds 
which will tend to make the market still 
firmer. 

An international fair will be held in Lon- 
don, March 14 to 24, 1916, and will be the 
largest trade fair ever held in Great Britain. 
Applications for stands should be made to 
the International Trades Exhibition Co., 
Broadstreet House, London. 

AMSTERDAM, Sept. 20.—There has been a 
general activity in the various sections of 
the trade of late. Although American deal- 
ers are finding ii a hardship to personally 
attend to buying, orders are being sen‘ to 
their agents in this market, and this has 
given added strength to the market. The 
greatest demand at present is for the me- 
dium quality gems in large sizes as well as 
for meleés. The prices of the finer quali- 
ties of diamonds are very firm and higher 
now than at the beginning of the war. An 
increase of from 10 to 15 per cent. is re-

ported for all classes of goods. This is 
not surprising in view of the fact that there 
has been a tendency to increase the price 
of the rough material. 

A new regulation regarding the impor- 
tation of the rough material has gone in‘o 
force and hereafter all parcels of rough 
diamonds coming from London will be con- 
signed to a committee of control appointed 
on approval of the British Government. 
This committee will forward these parcels 
to the owners under certain conditions to 
which the owners will pledge themselves. 
A bank guarantee of 25 per cent. of the 
amount of the invoice is required as a 
guarantee to these conditions. The same 
procedure will be applied tothose merchants 
who may buy parts of a series of rough 
diamonds from the actual importers. By 
this measure, which is to be strictly ad- 
hered to, the sending of diamonds to hos- 
tile countries will be in large part pre- 
vented. Messrs. Arscher and Roogelaar are 
members of the committee. In trade cir- 
cles the measure is welcomed, as it facili- 
tates the transaction of business. It must 
be admitted, however, that it will be a han- 
dicap to the less substantial of our dealers. 

Employment among diamond cutters has 
remained steady, more than 5,000 diamond 
workers now being employed.

HARTFORD, Conn., Sept. 30.—At the regu- 
lar meeting of the Board of Aldermen at 
the City Hall on Monday evening the pro- 
posed ordinance governing night auctions 
of jewelry, diamonds and watches, which 
was given a public hearing, as announced 
last week in THE JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR, was 
adopted by the members of the board. A 
copy of the proposed ordinance was sent 
by the Hartford District Jewelers’ Club to 
Alderman Joseph I. Kopelman, who 1ntro- 
duced the resolution several weeks ago. The 
new ordinance prohibits public auction sales 
of watches, diamonds, jewelry, sterling sil- 
verware, etc., after 6 P. M., and fixed as a 
penalty for the violation of the ordinance 
is a fine of not less than $50 and not more 
than $100. 

The matter of regulating auctions in re- 
tail jewel the 
members of the Hartford District Jeweicrs’ 
Club shortly after that club’s organization. 
Through the efforts of the club’s presidert,

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Career of the Late Daniel S. Jones.

INDEPENDENCE, la., Sept. 3U.—lIn the re- 
death ot Daniel S. Jones this place 
one of its most influential 
men. He died Sept. 18 from a complica- 
tion of diseases. Despite poor health, Mr. 
Jones continued his jewelry business here 
until last February, when he sold it to R. 
H. Grove. 

Daniel Smith Jones was the only son of 
Mr. and Mrs. W. H. Jones, one of a family 
of eight children. He was born Jan. 1J, 
1858, in Wayne County, Iowa, his parents 
being colonists there and remaining in that 
county for six years, when they returned 
to their old home at Upper Sandusky, O. 
There Mr. Jones grew up as a boy and re- 
ceived his education.

came to Independence. The first year he 
learned the jewelry trade in the store of 
Mr. Burnham. He came here with no re- 
sources other than a grim determination to 
make good. He worked the first year for 
nothing and he paid his own expenses. 
Then he went to work for the late C. F. 
Herrick, by whom he was employed until 
1885. That year he went to Cherokee, 
where he bought a jewelry business, which 
he conducted for a year. Mr. Herrick sent 
for him to return to Independence and 
arrange to take a half-interest in the Her- 
rick jewelry establishment. This partner- 
ship continued until 1892, when Mr. Jones 
purchased the interest of Mr. Herrick and 
continued the business until last February, 
when he sold it to Mr. Grove. 

At Oelwein he also owned a second es- 
tablishment, his partner being Harvey 
Nutting. Mr. Jones was also prominently 
identified with many other enterprises here. 
He was director in the People’s National 
Bank, a stockholder in the First National, 
the Independence Produce Co. and the Mel 
L. Webster-Rush Park Seed Co. He had 
been a member of the Masonic blue lodge 
since 1892 and also affliated with Aholiab 
Chapter, R. A. M.; Kenneth Commandery, 
K. T.; El Kahir Temple of Shriners at 


Cedar Rapids; Crescent Lodge, K. P., and 
the B. P. O. E. lodge in Waterloo. 

As a young man Mr. Jones was united 
in marriage with Miss Maggie Bryson, who 
died in 1897. Jan. 12, 1903, he was wedded 
to Miss Neva Morse, with whom he lived 
in happy companionship until his death and 
by whom he is survived. 

Mr. Jones is also survived by six sisters 
—Mrs. John Harder, Adrian, Mich.; Mrs. 
Samuel Ahlefeld, Wharton, O.; Mrs. L. P. 
Manville, Belle Fourche, S. Dak.; Mrs. 
George Lamb, Provo, Utah; Mrs. Frank 
Griffith, Attalia, Wash., and Mrs. Phoebe 
Moe, Wharton, O. The first three, with 
William Harder, a nephew, of Adrian, 
Mich., were here to attend the funeral. 

During the funeral hour most of the 
business houses of the city were closed. 
The Knights Templar of Kenneth Com- 
mandery, members of Independence Lodge 
No. 87, A. F. & A. M., and Crescent Lodge,

New York Manufacturing Jewelry House 
Causes Arrest of ‘‘Fake”’ Buyer 
Who Claimed to Represent 
Los Angeles Firm. 


Morris Karne, alias “Harry Schich,” alias 
“Henry J. Schackus,” was arrested in the 
Fifth Ave. building, 200 Broadway, New 
York, on Sept. 29, by Detectives O’Connel 
and Martin after he had represented him- 
self to the Fishel, Nessler Co., 184 Fifth 
Ave., as a buyer for a large Los Angeles 
concern. He was held under $2,500 bail on 
a charge of grand larceny to wait the action 
of the grand jury after he had accepted a 
package of jewelry valued at $900, for 
which he did not pay. 

On Sept. 28 Karne entered the office of 
the Fishel, Nessler Co., representing him- 
self to be a buyer for the Coulter Dry 
Goods Co., Los Angeles. The suspicion of 
the members of the firm was immediately 
aroused, as they were aware of the fact 
that the western concern had a resident 
buyer in this city. They, however, let the 
man play his game to the limit. After 
looking over the jewelry he ordered a bill 
of job lots amounting to $500, with the 
request that the articles be sent to his office 
in the Fifth Ave. building by 4.30 o’clock 
the following afternocn. 

Immediately after the man left the office 
a telegram was sent to the Los Angeles 
firm asking if the man was known. An 
answer stated that the firm had never heard 
of him. Plans for a trap were then laid. 
Detectives from police headquarters were 
summoned and a box of jewelry prepared 
for delivery. 

T. K. Fishel, in company with Detectives 
O’Connel and Martin and a reporter for 
THE JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR, then went to the 
Fifth Ave. building, where the supposed 
buyer had sublet an office on the 11th floor. 


Mr. Fishel delivered the goods and the 
man, whose suspicions had not been 
aroused, signed for the package Mr. 
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Fishel then told him he had forgotten to 
bring some cuff links which the buyer had 
desired to inspect. As Mr. Fishel steppea 
out of the office, pretending to get the 
links, the detectives stepped in and made 
the arrest. 

Karne at once became very indignant and 
claimed that a man by the name of “At- 
kins,” who was stopping at the Hotel Mc- 
Alpin, had told him to buy the goods. But 
when the detectives proposed to go to the 
hotel and get “Atkins” the prisoner admit- 
ted that he was not telling the truth, the 
police say. 

It was later learned that Karne had also 
visited the office of Henry W. Fishel & 
Sons, 126 W. 22d St., where he ordered a 
bill of goods amounting to $1,000. The 
firm, however, instead of sending the goods 
to 200 Broadway, as requested, forwarded 
them to 69 Fifth Ave., the correct address 
of the buyer for the firm. The result was 
that the goods were returned. 

The police record of Karne and his pic- 
ture in the Rogues’ Gallery in this city 
show that as Harry Schich, in June, 1897, 
he was convicted of forgery and sentenced 
by Judge Cowing to the Elmira Reform- 
atory. In 1905, as Henry Schackus, he was 
again convicted on a similar charge and 
was sentenced by Magistrate Hubert to the 
County Work House. In 1911, as Joseph 
Sandan, he was again convicted on a charge 
of forgery and sentenced to Sing Sing for 
a term of two years by Judge Mulqueen. 








Robbers Visit Boardwalk Jewelry Store 
at Asbury Park N. J. 

AssBurY Park, N. J., Sept. 30.—Thieves 
operating in this city late Saturday night 
entered the A. W. Cornelius jewelry store, 
at the Boardwalk and Fourth Ave., where 
they stole a quantity of jewelry, and at- 
tempted to force an entrance into the Frank 
H. Cole photograph supply store, at Cook- 
man and Summerfield Aves. 

The value of the goods stolen from the 
Cornelius store will not be known until an 
inventory of the jewelry stock, now in prog- 
ress, has been completed. It is known that 
several watches were taken. Entrance to 
the place was gained through a window, 
which was pried open. The window is be- 
lieved to have opened easily. 

At the Cole store the thieves were baf- 
fled by the unusual streneth of the locks 
which Mr. Cole has had placed on the store 
doors. The thieves jammed jimmies be 
neath the doors on the Cookman and Sum- 


merfield Aves. stores, but were unable to 
force them open. 
William Butcher. father-in-law of Mr. 


Cornelius, discovered the robbery at the 
Boardwalk store the next morning. The 
thieves had worked quickly, and without 
disturbing things much. 


Chief of Police William H. Smith has 
personally assumed investigation of the 
robbery and attempted robbery. The two 


jobs are believed to have been the work of 
the same thieves.

However, I can ask 
for the same spirit of loyalty and co-oper- 
ation which was accorded former President 
Combs and his associate officers. 

“If we can have that same enthusiastic 
effort on the part of the membership as 
has exis‘ed in the we ought to ac- 
complish more the coming year than in the 
past. This is not egotism in any sense. It 
stands to reason that if some of the efforts 
which required to get members and 
keep them could be turned to account in 
other directions, we could go forward more 
rapidly than in the past. Therefore to the 
individual inember let me address these 
few exhortation. You are more 
important in this work than you can well 
imagine.

Lend a hand where 
you think it is needed, and if we all push 
strong and together, and in the same direc- 
tion, we'll surely go forward the coming 
year. 

“Finally, let me impress upon you my own 
feeling of need of support.

The jeweler pro- 
cured the articles desired and the man ob- 
tained them, but failed to appear and make 
payment. At another establishment he in- 
quired for an Odd Fellow’s ring, but the 
proprietor of the establishment refused to 
allow him to take the merchandise away un- 
til a payment had been made.

An eye witness to the capture of the 
hold-up man by the policeman in relating 
his story to a JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR reporter 
said: “About 11.45 a. mM. I heard a police 
whistle blowing and immediately went to 
the wincow and saw a man running back- 
wards with a drawn revolver pointed at 
Ofheer Dietrich. The policeman also had 
his revolver in his hand and just as I got 
to the window fired in the air. The burglar 
turned and continued running when the 
officer sent two bullets between his legs. 
The burglar turned again with the inten- 
tion of firing when Officer’ Dietrich 
knocked his revolver from his hand and 
overpowered him.

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Court Disposes of Controversy Over 
Terms of Lease cn Jewelry Manu- 
facturing Plant. 


PROVIDENCE, R. I., Oct. 2.—The long 
drawn out controversy that has occupied 
the attention of various local courts for 
nearly three concerning the terms 
ot the lease under which Henry A. Kirby 
building on Sprague St., 
wherein his manufacturing jewelry plant is 
located, was disposed of in the Superior 
Court last Wednesday. The case was heard 
betore Judge Chester W. Barrows, in the 
form of an equity suit of Frederick E. 
Perkins and others, trustees of the estate 
of Charles H. Perkins, against Henry A. 
Kirby, and a decision was handed down 
in which the prayer of the complainants 
for the reformation of two leases was 
granted.

The first lease was made from Charles 
H. Perkins to Henry A. Kirby in 1901 and 
covered certain real estate and buildings 
in this city. It provided that the rent 
should be $946.25 every three months. The 
lease was drawn under Mr. Perkins’ direc- 
tion and was submitted to and signed by 
Mr. Kirby. 

The dispute arose over the question of 
paying the taxes upon the property, Mr. 
Kirby declaring that he never agreed to 
pay the same and the complainants con- 
tending that this was the agreement. It 
was undisputed that Mr. Kirby paid the 
taxes of about $1,225 per year from 1901 
to 1911, when he claims that he first dis- 
covered that he had been making these 
payments and refused to do so any longer. 

According to the practise the taxes were 
paid in the first instance by the lessor of 
the property and included in itemized bills 
afterward presented to Mr. Kirby and paid 
by him without question. The court finds 
“on all the facts that Mr. Kirby did not 
know until shortly before September, 1911, 
that the original lease did not require the 
payment of taxes by him. 

“No injustice can come to the defenda: 
Kirby by reformation,” says the court. “It 
will compel him to do what the courts finds 
both parties understood they were agree- 
ing to do at the time that both of the 
leases were executed.” 

The amount found to be due from Mr. 
Kirby to the complainants is placed at 
$5,625.56. This amount is not disputed, the 
respondent only denying his liability to pay 
the same.

Founder and Former Editor and Publisher of The Jewelers’ Weekly Is Stricken with 
Heart Failure and Drowns While in Swimming Near his Home—A Sketch of his Career.

stricken with heart failure while in the 
water. 


Mr. Rothschild, who years ago was wide- 
ly known to the jewelry trade and was 
known to the public as the author of “Lin- 
coln, Master of Men,” had apparentiy been 
in good health up to the day of his demise. 
He had played tennis with his wife on a 
court at his estate in East Foxboro during 
the morning and, remarking that he thought 
he would take a swim in Beaumont pond, 
left the house about 10 o’clock. When Mr. 
Rothschild did not return a few hours later 
his wife became alarmed at his absence and 
started to search for him. Huis clothes 
were found on the water’s edge, but he 
could not be seen. Neighbors were called, 
the pond was dragged, and Mr. Rothschild’s 
body recovered. 

Besides his widow, the deceased is sur- 
vived by a son, John, who has just entered 
Harvard, and two daughters. He is also 
survived by a brother, M. D. Rothschild, 
president of the American Gem & Pearl 
Co., New York. 

The remains will probably be taken to 
New York and the funeral services held at 
the headquarters of the Ethical Culture 
Society of that city. 

The news that Alonzo Rothschild had been 
accidentally drowned proved a_ distinct 
shock to his many intimate friends and ad- 
mirers in the jewelry trade of the country, 
for few men have in their youth and in the 
time he was connected with the trade im- 
pressed their personality on the industry 
as did the deceased before he retired, about 
1892, as the active head of the Jewelers’ 
Weekly, which paper he had founded. 

Alonzo Rothschild was born in New York 
Oct. 30, 1862, and attended school in “Old 
No. 35.” of this school that “it 
was the first in the city and there was no 
Many of the successful men of 
the metropolis proudly acknowledge that 
they were graduates of this school.

The most striking feature was 
that it was a newspaper with news corre- 
spondence and a news service devoted to 
one industry. 

His belief that a paper directly conducted 
on the broad lines of the daily newspaper 
would not fail to be successful were borne 
out by the venture, and from the first issue, 
Nov. 4, 1885, the Jewelers’ Weekly met 
with the approval of the members of the 
industry throughout the country. 


The Jewelers Weekly was the pioneer 
weekly in the jewelry field, THE JEWEL- 
ERS’ CrrRcuLAR being then a monthly pub- 
lication, and the lines on which it was 


founded became standard not only for

On Jan, 2, 1891, he sold the Jewelers’ 
Weekly and the Gem to the Jewelers’ 


Weekly Publishing Co., which was at once 
incorporated. It was composed of Alonzo 
Rothschild, Albert Ulmann, who, with Mr. 
Rothschild, established the Weekly; Harry 
W. Mack, a man of literary attainments 
and extensive business experience, and 
Freeman E. Huddle, who for several years 
assisted Mr. Rothschild in his editorial 
work. The company, in addition to the 
Jewelers’ Weekly and the Gem, in 1891 be- 
gan the publication of a voluminous annual, 
entitled “The Jewelers’ Weekly Complete 
Directory of the Jewelry and Kindred 
Trades.” 

In 1892 the trades’ monthly journal, THE 
JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR, had become a weekly 
and it soon took the position in the new 
field that it had in the old, so that the trade 
had two great jewelry publications in New 
York working along parallel lines. It was 
from the Trades’ Weekly Co. that the 
Jewelers’ Weekly was finally purchased and 
merged with THE JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR, thus 
consolidating the forces of the two great 
news institutions of the trade, the new 
paper carrying on the traditions of both 
and following out many of the ideas of 
which Mr. Rothschild had been the pioneer. 

After retiring from the publishing busi- 
ness Mr. Rothschild bought a farm outside 
of Massachusetts and devoted himself to 
literary work. 

Mr. Rothschild produced several papers 
of considerable note, most prominent 
among which is a biography of Nathan 
Hale written in 1889 for America. His 
greatest literary achievement was attained 
when he wrote “Lincoln, Master of Men.” 
This was and will stand for years as a note- 
worthy study of Abraham Lincoln’s life. 
Mr. Rothschild had an inspiration which 
abundantly justified him in giving to the 
world another book on the great emanci- 
pator. It has long been recognized that 
the quality of masterfulness in Lincoln’s 
composition bulked large as in that of all 
leaders of men. No one, however, had 
hitherto been at the pains of making clear 
just what extent the this 
characteristic contributed to Jincoln’s suc- 
cess, whence it originated, how it was de- 
veloped and in what it found expression. 
This was precisely what Mr. Rothschild 
sought to do, and what, combining vast re- 
search with keen analysis and a fluent, vig- 
orous, picturesque style, he succeeded in 
doing, with a strength and freshness which 
stamped his work as one of the most fasci- 
nating and illuminating studies of Lincoln 
ever published. 

Mr. Rothschild was a member of the 
New York Press Club and of the Society 
for Ethical Culture. He was active in the 
councils of the latter, having been two 
vears a trustee of the Young Men’s Union 
Society for Ethical Culture, of which he 
was elected vice-president in 1891. 

The funeral services were held from the 
meeting house of the Society of Ethical 
Culture, 2 W. 64th St., Central Park West, 
Sunday morning at 10 o’clock.

This we have seen on man’ 
occasions, and particularly :n connection 
with such words as “dishonest b-nkrupi,” 
rake auctioneer,’ “illegitimate competi- 
tion,” etc., many unthinking people ge'ting 
the idea thereby that a bankrup was dis- 
honest, an auction was a fake and competi- 
tion was illegitimat:. 

Some time ago THE JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR 
received a le‘ter from a man a tacking us 
for our attitude toward th unfortunie 
insolvent and saving that we were cre-ti g 
a prejudic: against all ba krupts by ca! ing 
them dishonest, when, as a matter of fact, 
the articles referred to had in no way ap- 
plied to bankrup‘cy or binkrupts as a body, 
but only to dishones: bankrup.cy. Agai , 
we are in receipt of criuicism trom a sub- 
scriber of New York who attacks us for 
inconsistency in commenting favorably in 
yur editorial columns about warnings 
against fake auctions and in our advertis- 
ing columns publishing the advertisements 
of sewelry auctioneers. “If auction sales 
are fakes,” he asks, “why do you accept 
the ads?” 

There is little doubt in our mind that 
this man was in earnest when he sent this 
criticism and really felt that we were in- 
consistent. The constant hearing of the 
words “fake auctions” had in his mind as- 
sociated the idea of one with the other, as 
synonyms, and he did not realize that the 
first was simply an adjective referring to 
a very small class of the latter. True, there 
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are take auctioneers as well as fake auc- 
tions, but the advertisements of these peo- 
ple are seldom to be found in a reputable 
trade journal of any kind, or at least not 
continuousl \s far as THE JEWELERS’ 
CIRCULAR 1s concerned, unusual precautions 
are taken to investigate thoroughly before 
an auctioneer is permitted to advertise to 
our readers, and if we have the slightest 
reason to believe that the man is in any 
way dishonest or uses improper methods, 
or even that he countenances fake auctions 
of any kind, either in dealing with the 
jeweler or with the laiter’s customers, his 

lvertising is refused under any an 
conditions. If our critic should ever

They are particularly an- 
noyed by the fact that the ethical prin- 
ciples on which the fight against the price 
cutter 1s being waged have even received 
recognition in an important court, as was 
evidenced in the opinion recently handed 
down in the United States District Court 
at New York in refusing an injunction of 
a jobber who wanted a manufacturer re- 
strained from interfering with his cutting 
of prices on food products. Within the 
past week, however, considerable notoriet 
has been given by the newspapers to an- 
other decision by the courts in regard to 
a similar manufacturer, the news being to 
the effect that in accordance with a de- 
cision rendered in the United States Court 
of the Northwest, the manufacturer had 
agreed to disconiinue his attempts to regu- 
late selling prices.

Three Imported Points. 


There are a number of important points 
to consider in arranging a high-class show- 
ing of jewelry. First, harmonizing color 
effects, i. e., the general color scheme should 
be such as to show the merchandise in har- 
monious contrast, and the grouping of color 
should be harmonious, giving the appear- 
ance of elegance at a glance. It is well for 
the novice to secure a good color chart and 
study it diligently. 

Second in order is simplicity. In com- 
posite forms where a number of lines of 
jewelry are shown in a single window care 
should be used in selecting the merchandise 
so as to consist of goods of an allied nature, 
avoiding too much difference in their char- 
acter. 

A number of lines to be shown in a sin- 
gle window depends upon its size, and is, 
of course, left to the window man’s judg-

CHAPTER XIX. 


DROP LOCK—ITS VARIATIONS—TYPES OF 
AMERICAN ESCAPEMENTS. 
231. Drop Lock—As the Watchmaker 


Finds IJt—That the expression “correct 
drop lock” means drop lock of varying 
quantity is:a fact apparent to every prac- 
tical watchmaker. A drop lock that is 
Suited to a watch of high grade would be 
unsuitable for low-grade watch. This 
statement is not made from a theoretical 
viewpoint, but from the standpoint of the 
man at the bench. Writers have a habit 
of ignoring all conditions of lock save 
one—that is, drop lock in its theoretical 
form. Nevertheless the repairer is con- 
stantly encountering forms of drop lock 
differing widely from the theoretical va- 
riety. The watchmaker in his daily work 
meets with escapements as they are—prac- 
tical—and rarely as they ought to be—theo- 
retical. This intermixture of escapement 
construction is puzzling until read in the 
light of the angular test. 

232. Three Types of Escapements.—The 
man at the bench encounters three types 
of escapement perfection. Each in its way 
gives satisfaction, because the associated 
parts are well matched and therefore suited 
to each other. First, we have the perfect 
escapement, which is rather rare; second, 
the correct escapement, frequently found 
in high-grade watches; third, the more 
common and plentiful type, namely, the 
commercially correct escapement. The 
governing feature of each escapement type 
is that the parts are well matched. The 
parts of the perfect escapement are 
matched theoretically and practically, con- 
sequently an exact harmony of action pre- 
vails. 

In the correct escapement the parts are 
also well matched, but at the expense of 
an increased frictional resistance. 

The parts of the commercially correct 
escapement are likewise matched, a fact 
capable of proof by the angular and other 
tests,

Students must learn to recognize the dis- 
tinctions named and to get away from the 
misleading idea that many escapements, be- 
cause the parts are matched, are theoret- 
ically perfect. The investigating student 
will soon learn that the majority of es- 
capements are commercially matched, the 
minority being matched theoretically. 

233. Escapement Matching.—By correct 
or commercial matching of an escapement 
we refer particularly to a drop lock ez- 
actly suited to a given length of lever and 
roller jewel radius. The fact is that in the 
sense mentioned escapement tests may 
agree in declaring the parts matched, that 
is, the drop lock is adapted to the action 
of the roller jewel with the fork, but this 
does not imply escapement perfection, as 
our future test lessons and experiments 
will prove. 

234. Drop Lock in a Perfect Escapement. 
—If an escapement of the Elgin type pos- 
sesses a theoretically correct drop lock, and 
associated with this is a lever whose acting 
length is theoretically correct, the parts are 
assuredly well matched. The angular test 
will express this fact by showing the cor- 
rect amount of contact of the tooth with 
the pallet, as illustrated in Fig. 29. This 
drawing represents the proof-findings. 

The corner test will also demonstrate 
that the correct amount of corner freedom 
is present. 

235. Drop Lock in a Correct Escapement. 
—An escapement of this class—Elgin type 
—possesses a drop lock somewhat greater 
than that found in a theoretical or perfect 
escapement. When a “correct escapement” 
possesses a lever whose acting length and 
roller-jewel radius are adapted to the 
amount of drop lock present the angular 
test will show contact of tooth and pallet 
as represented in Fig. 29. 

The corner test will also show a cor- 
ner freedom of suitable amount. 

In a “correct escapement” we also find 
there exists a smooth, concerted action of 
the escapement parts as revealed by the 
tests. In other words, the parts are well 


matched. 





236. Drop Lock in a Commercially Cor- 
rect Escapement.—The majority of escape- 
ments belong to the commercially matched 
class. Such escapements have a drop lock 
deeper than that found in the “correct es- 


capement” mentioned previously. Asso- 
ciated with the greater lock will be a lever 
or roller-jewel radius of increased length, 
but exactly suited to the increased drop 
lock. When escapements of the “commer- 
cially correct” variety are provided with 
either a Jever whose acting length matches 
the drop lock or a roller jewel whose ra- 
dius corresponds with this lock the angular 
test will show tooth and pallet contact as 
illustrated in Fig, 29. 

The corner test will show the escapement 
as provided with a corner freedom exactly 
suited to its condition, but exceeding in 
amount the corner freedoms of the two 
preceding types. 

That the parts are matched is as much 
in evidence in the “commercial” as in the 
higher escapement types. 

It should be the aim of every watch- 
maker to at least change the more commer- 
cial products into a more perfect type of 
escapement. Usually the change can be 
made with but little trouble once the pri- 
mary principles of the locks and tests have 
been mastered. 

At first it is advisable for students to 
confine their studies and experiments to 
the Elgin type. Dueber and South Bend 
escapements will afterward present no difh- 
culties. 

CHAPTER XX. 

BANKING TO DROP IN PRACTISE—ITS RELATION 
TO THE CORNER, GUARD AND ANGULAR 
TESTS—TYPES OF AMERICAN 
ESCAPEMENTS. 

237. Findings—Banked to Drop.—The 
student ambitious to advance must experi- 
ment with escapements banked to drop. 
The findings stated below will be met with 
in all watches when the parts are well 
matched. These test findings represent the 
proof or correct findings—banked to drop 
—for escapements of the Elgin and South 
Bend types. A few practical experiments 
will show that many departures from our 
test standards prevail, the irregularities be- 
ing due to escapement faults. Full instruc- 
tion regarding the detection and correction 
of errors will be found in the pages cov- 
ered by the “Test Lessons.” A study of 
these lessons will lead the student out of

Guard Test—No freedom between the 
guard point and roller. 
Corner Test—No freedom between the 


slot corners and the roller jewel. 
Angular Test—No contact of tooth and 
pallet, as illustrated in Fig. 30. 

240. American Escapement Types—Two 

different types of escapements are found 

American-made watches. For con- 
‘enience we have designated them Elgin 
and South Bend. The term “Elgin type” 
applies to all makes, excepting South Bend 
and Dueber, the latter being associate es- 
capement types. The difference in type is 
extreme as viewed from the standpoint of 
our tests, a fact readily discovered by com- 
paring the banked-to-drop test findings of 
each type as already set forth in this lesson. 

241. Lock Division of the Elgin Type.— 
Of the total lock in an escapement of the 
Elgin type—in round numbers—practically 
two-thirds represent the drop lock, the re- 
rnaining one-third being slide. 

2942. Lock Division of the South Bend 
/ ype.—The total lock in an escapement of 
the South Bend type is equally divided, 
viz. one-half represents the drop lock, the 
«ther half is slide. 

CHAPTER XXI. 
INSTRUCTIONS AND 
TESTING 

243. Preliminary Advice—tThe _ tests 
stated in these lessons are accurate and 
reliable because they are founded upon 

th a theoretical and practical basis. No 
natter how accurate tests may be, mistaken 
leductions will be made unless the instruc- 
tions herewith given are closely followed. 

244. General Preparatory Instructions.— 
Virst—See that all jewel holes are tight 
in their settings and that the jewel settings 
ure secure in their seats. 

Second—See that all pivots correctly fit 
their respective holes. Should defects in 
fitting be discovered, make the necessary 
changes. 

Third—See that the banking pins are se- 
cure and upright. 

Fourth—If the lever is bent straighten it. 

Fifth—Bank to drop. 

Sixth—If the drop locks are found to be 
only slightly incorrect do not alter them 
at present. 

Seventh—If the drop locks are decidedly 
deep or shallow correct them immediately. 

Eighth—See that the guard pin or finger

is secure.

Ninth—See that the pallet jewels are 
secure. 

Tenth—If the pallet arms are attached 
to the lever bar see that the parts are se- 
cure, and also the pallet arbor. 

Eleventh—See that the roller jewel is 
secure. 

245. Routine Escapement Examination.— 
The following is a short outline of an 
escapement examination. This subject will 
be found fully explained in that part of 
the book covered by the “Test Lessons”: 

First—Bank the escapement to drop. 

Second—Inspect the drop lock. 


Third—Inspect the inside and outside 
drops. 

Fourth—Inspect the shakes inside and 
out. 


Fifth—Inspect the draw on both pallets. 

Sixth—As a precautionary measure re- 
move the guard point from the edge of 
the roller—that is, increase the distance 
which normally separates these parts. 

Seventh—Try the corner test. 

Fighth—Try the corner safety test. 

Ninth—Make use of the angular test. 

Here we pause to make the necessary 
alterations in accordance with direc- 
tions given in the “Test Lessons.” 

Tenth—Readjust the guard point to the 
roller. 

Eleventh—Try the guard test. 

Twelfth—Try the guard safety test. 

As the student becomes familiar with 
escapement work and the tests the routine 
of examination can be much shortened, as 
shown by our “Bench Problems,” examples 
being given in later lessons. 


CHAPTER XXII. 
SUMMARY OF TESTS. 


246. Divisions of Tests——The division 
and subdivision of the tests as gathered 
together in this lesson are given in a form 
convenient for reference and bench usage. 
The tests for freedoms in the Elgin type 
for banked to drop are, respectively, the 
guard test, the corner test and the curve 
test. 

The subdivisions of these tests are the 
guard safety test, the corner safety test 
and the curve safety test. Their distinc- 
tion, difference and application must be 
grasped by every student. The best way 
to learn the tests is the practical way, 
namely, with a watch in hand. The angu- 
lar test is not included in this summary, 
full details having been given in a preced- 
ing lesson. 

247. Testing the Draw.—First—Remove 
the balance. 

Second—Lift the lever off its bank with 
a piece of pegwood, but not sufficient to 
cause unlocking. 

Third—Remove pegwood. 

Fourth—If the draw is sound the lever 
immediately returns to its bank. If the 
escapement is freshly oiled and clean and 
the draw on either pallet proves defective 
a correction is necessary. (See Test Les- 
sons on Draw.) 

248. Testing the Lock—The locks should 
be tested both by observation and the an- 
gular test. Should either the drop lock or 
the slide lock be found defective a correc- 
tion is necessary. When in doubt about the 
extent of drop lock bank the escapement 
to drop, then retest. 
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249. Testing the Inside Drop.—First—To 
make this test students are advised to bank 
the escapement to drop. When experience 
is gained this 1s not necessary. 

Second—Cause a tooth to be discharged 
from the letting-off corner of the entering 
pallet and note the amount of its drop. 
(See Lesson 10, paragraph 159.) 

200. Testing the Outside Drop.—First— 
Bank the escapement to drop. 

Second—Cause the discharge of a tooth 
from the releasing corner of the exit pallet 
and observe the extent of drop. (Consult 
Lesson 10, Table of Drops, paragraph 
159. ) 

Inside and outside drop should be equal. 
The degrees of drop can be estimated as 
explained in Lesson 10. 

251. Testing the Inside Shake.—First— 
Under the lever bar piace a wedge of tissue 
paper. 

Second—Allow a tooth to drop on the 
locking face of the exit pallet jewel. 

Third—Bring the tooth at rest on the 
exit pallet’s locking face down 
locking corner of this pallet. 

Fourth—Note the space separating the 
ack of the receiving pallet from the heel 
‘{ the tooth just behind it. The space ob- 
served between the back of the pallet and 
heel of the tooth is the inside shake. 

202. Testing the Outside Shake.—First— 
Place a wedge under the lever bar. 

Second—Allow a tooth to drop on the 
locking face of the recetving pallet stone. 

Third—Move the lever so as to bring the 
tooth at rest on the locking face of the 
receiving pallet down to the pallet’s lowest 
locking corner. 

Fourth—Then observe the space separat- 
ing the back of the exit pallet from the 
heel of the tooth just behind it. This 
space is the outside shake, and is the 
position of least freedom of the parts con- 
cerned. The inside shake and outside shake 
should be equal. 

253. Testing the Freedom of the Roller 
Jewel in the Slot—First wedge 
under the balance rim. 

Second—Rotate the balance so that the 
roller jewel stands centrally in the slot; 
the lever will then stand midway between 
the bankings. 

Third—With the aid of a tool find out, 
by shaking the lever, how much side play 
the roller jewel has when within the slot. 

254. Guard Test Findings—Single and 
Double Roller.—The purpose of the guard 
test 1s to learn the relation of the guard 
point to the roller. When an escapement 
of the Elgin type 1s banked to drop a slight 
space or guard freedom should be found. 
When a Dueber or South Bend escapement 
ts banked to drop the correct finding by 
the guard test is that of contact of the 
guard point with the edge of the roller. 

255. Guard Safety Test Findings, Single 
and Double Roller—Tripping Test.—The 
intention of the guard safety test is to de- 
termine the condition of the safety lock. 
lf the safety or remaining lock is absent 
a tripping error is present. This or any 
of the safety tests can be made with or 
without banking the escapement to drop

257. Guard Test—South Bend Type.— 

First—Bank the escapement to drop.

Method of Making the Guard Safety lest 
Single and Double Roller. 
258.—Guard Safety Test—Tripping Test. 
—First—Bring the guard point in contact 

with the edge of the roller. 

Second—Hold the guard point in contact 
with the edge of the roller. 

Third—While the parts are held in touch 
with each other, with an eyeglass observe 
the extent of the remaining or safety lock 
of the tooth on the pallet jewel’s locking 
face. If there is no safety lock the tooth 
will enter on to the pallet jewel’s impulse 
face. This means a tripping error is pres- 
ent. Its cause and correction will be found 
in that part of the book relating to this 
subject. (See Test Lesson on the Guard 
Safety Test.) 

259—Corner Test Findings—Single and 
Double Roller—By means of the corner 
test we learn the relation of the slot cor- 
‘ners to the roller jewel. This should be 
dcne with the escapement banked to drop. 
An Elgin type of escapement, when banked 
to drop, will show by the corner test a little 
freedom—corner freedom—between the slot 
corner and the roller jewel. A Dueber or 
South Bend escapement when banked to 
drop shows no freedom between the slot 
corners and the roller jewel. 

260. Corner Safety Test Findings, Single 
and Double Roller—Tripping—The purpose 
of the corner safety test is to investigate 
the safety lock. A safety lock is a necessity 
and, if lacking, must be provided as di- 
rected in the test lesson. 
Method of Making the Corner 

and Double Roller. 

261. Corner Test—Elgin Type—First— 
Bank the escapement to drop. 

Second—Rotate the balance so as to bring 
the roller jewel opposite the corner of the 
lever-slot. 

Third—By means of some fine tool lift 
the lever off its bank, thereby causing the 
slot corner to touch the roller jewel. 

Fourth—The extent we are able to lift 
the lever from its bank represents the 
amount of corner freedom. 

262. Corner Test—South Bend Type— 
First—Bank to drop. 

Second—The roller jewel when passing 
in or out of the slot will touch the corners. 
This means corner freedom is not present, 
which finding is correct. 

Method of Making the Corner Safety Test 

—Single and Double Roller. 

263. Corner Safety Test—Tripping Test. 
—First—Rotate the balance so as to bring 
the face of the roller jewel opposite the 
corner of the lever slot.

An absence of 
safety lock indicates a tripping error, which 
must be corrected as directed in the test 
lessons. 

Method of Making the Curve Test—Single 

and Double Roller. 

264. Curve Tesi—Single Roller—First— 
With a watch oiler or other fine tool hold 
the guard pin against the edge of the roller. 

Second—Rotate the balance, thereby 
bringing the roller jewel past the horn and 
into the slot. 

Third—While roller jewel is passing the 
horn, contact being maintained, no contact 
of the upper part of the horn with the roller 
jewel should be detected. 

Fourth—Immediately the guard pin enters 
the crescent the roller jewel and horn will 
come in contact. A slight friction of the 
roller jewel with a small part of the horn 
and with the slot corner will be detected, 
but nothing resembling a catch is allowable. 
The extent of the horn with which the 
roller jewel under test conditions can come 
into contact depends upon the width of the 
crescent. 

265. Curve Safety Test, Single Roller— 
Tripping Test—As mentioned in the curve 
test, once the guard pin enters the crescent 
a small part of the horn can be brought 
into contact with the roller jewel. Imme- 
diately this happens retain the parts in con- 
fact and examine the condition of the safety 
lock. As a matter of fact, the curve safety 
test is of little importance in single-roller 
escapements. In double-roller escapements 
it is a very important test. 

267. Curve Safety Test, Double Roller— 
[ripping Test.—The fourth section of the 
foregoing test says, “Immediately the guard 
pin enters the crescent the roller jewel and 
horn will come 1n contact.” When the parts 
stand in the position quoted, then to ex- 
amine the safety lock hold the horn and 
roller jewel in touch with each other while 
the extent of the remaining or safety lock 
is investigated. A want of safety lock 
means a tripping error. This fault must 
be corrected and alterations made in ac- 
cordance with the directions given in that 
part of the book treating on Bench Prob- 
lems and Test Lessons. Students who do 
not quite understand any particular point 
or subject will find the series of “Ques- 
tions” a most useful feature.

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Making the Punch First. 





— it is the general method ot pro 

cedure, when making a punch and 
cutter, to finish the cutter first and then 
finish the punch to suit the cutter, it some- 
times happens that it is advisable to finish 
the punch first and then make the cutter 
to suit the punch. 

ig. 1 illustrates an example of such a 
cutter. It was desired to produce the but- 
ton shown in Fig. 2. Four sections of geld, 
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two of red and two of white, were to be 
soldered upon a base, as shown. The base 
measured .625 inch diameter. When the 
sections were soldered upon the base it was 
essential that they mitered and that the 
arcs contained by each section should form 
a circle which would measure .624 inch di- 
ameter. Any error in the shape of the sec- 
tions would be quadrupled when the four 
sections were put together upon the base. 
Had the cutter been made in the usual man- 
ner unusual care would have to have been 
exercised and the result would have been 
inferior to that accomplished by the follow- 
ing method.

“tle point in connection with the use of 
acetylene, to which too little atten- 
tion has been given by makers of apparatus 
for producing and using the gas, is its cor- 
osive effects on some metals.

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The defendant radiator company em- 
ployed a transfer company to make deliv- 
eries for it. The transfer company exer- 
cised an independent calling, routed the 
deliveries, took other deliveries with those 
of the defendant, received an agreed com- 
pensation per hundreweight, and the de- 
fendant exercised no control over it. A 
driver in making a delivery negligently 
left some radiators in the sidewalk space, 
and the plaintiff fell over them and was 
injured. It is held in Winter vs. American 
Radiator Co., L. R. A. 1915 D., 476, that the 
transfer company was an independent con- 
tractor, and the defendant is not liable on 
the doctrine of respondeat superior. 
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The Staking Tool.

> ROM the time when man first conceived 

the idea of making a hole in a piece of 
metal to be used as a base in stamping out 
forms or holes of a desired size or shape 
the staking tool has progressed through a 
series of evolutions to the present tool of 
almost desired perfection. 

The old masters were not equipped with 
a tool which possessed an endless variety 
of stumps and punches, but were content 
with one of very limited numbers, which 
often called forth an ingenuity of the work-

man which would well nigh astound the 
present craftsman if he were required to 
do the same work with the same tools. 
Through the recognition of the care neces- 
sary to accomplish the work in a present- 
able manner, the sons of the older work- 
men set to work to devise means and ways 
of attaining the results with more despatch 
and less risk, which has resulted in the im- 
provements that are constantly being per- 
fected and placed within the reach of the 
workman through the up-to-date policies of 
the present material houses. 

Perhaps some workman would have trou- 
ble with one kind of work that was an easy 
task to some other, but to eliminate this try- 
ing task his brain would plan some aid in 
his tool which would rob the hard work of 
its annoyance, and the different workmen 
not having the same trouble, each would 
bring out some improvement in tools which 
would be suited to his particular needs, 
consequently the designs in the accessories 
f the staking tool are many and of vari- 
ous kinds. 


The common uses of the staking tool are 








familiar with the craftsmen, and it is a 
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waste of space and time to dwell on them, 


but some of the uncommon uses may well 
be mentioned with benefit. 

There has been a tendency of recent years 
to depart from the fixed plan of having the 
punches of full length; that is, the punch 
may be used as a carrier and at the end 
a short punch, which is interchangeable, 
may be used for the work. 

The carrier may be drilled with a liberal 
hole to receive the shank of the short 
punch, and slotted or split, like a lathe 
chuck, to admit of the punch being pushed 
home with a tension that holds it in place, 
or one of the square-faced punches of the 
regular staking set may be used as a car- 
rier and all the attachments or small 


punches may be ground to fit friction tight 
in the hole, which is almost as convenient 
as the other model, 

In replacing a broken cylinder it is often 
as good a plan to remove only the cylinder 
proper as to remove the small brass collar 
that usually comes with the cylinder, and 
to do this in the very small models requires 
a punch of small diameter. Few staking 
tools contain such a punch, and if they do 
the chances are that this particular punch 
has been used for some heavier work at 
some time and broken, then a small punch 
(I've. 1) will be found very efficient. 

In making this punch the steel should, 
f course, be accurately centered in the 
lathe and the very small hole in the end 
drilled first. It should be drilled of suff- 
cient depth to admit of the carriage of the 
longest pivot with plenty of room to spare, 
so there will be no liability of damaging a 
pivot in the driving process. After the hole 
is drilled the punch should be turned down 
to within a fraction of the required size, 
then hardened and tempered and ground to 
the exact size required. The face should be 
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hollowed out to fit the conical shoulder of 
the pivot, and the acting length of the 
punch should be straight and cylindrical in 
shape, which will prevent the wedging of 
the punch in the work. 

This form of punch can not only be used 
in driving out the old cylinder, but will also 
drive in the new one and leave it un- 
marred and in perfect condition. 

When necessary to fill the cylinder with 
and grind the pivots, to fit the

When the work is done the punch can be 
removed from the carrier and placed in a 
convenient place, being preserved for this 
use and not being subject to the habit of 
the workman hurriedly grabbing it up for 
some heavier work, which often happens 
when the punch is standing in a block, a 
temptation to abuse. 

A short punch for the purpose of driv- 
ing the plugs of the cylinder is also a de- 
sired tool, although all staking sets have 
punches of this kind they are usually of 
the larger variety and will not perform the 
work on the smaller watches. Not only 
one of these punches (Fig. 2), but several 
of them, varying in size and length of 
stem, will be found very useful. 

Of course the majority of the workmen 
heartily wish that the cylinder escapement 
was no more, but they are still in use, and 
will in all probability be in use when the 
present generation has ceased to repair

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watches, so it is best to have as convenient 
tools to handle this work as possible; per- 
haps if we had a greater variety of tools 
of this kind we would not dread the cylin- 
der work so much. 

Another common abuse to which the stak- 
ing tool is subject is the practise of punch- 
ing holes in the end of main springs with 
a punch which has a taper to it. True, it 
will punch the hole, but it will also strain 
the hole in the die, as it 1s usually driven 
in the hole with considerable force, and the 
taper of the punch will tend to chip the 
edges of the hole in the die. These square 
edges of the hole are its chief usefulness 
and when they become rounded they are 
worse than useless. 

A punch for this purpose (Fig. 3) can 
be made for this work, which is practically 
the same in construction as Fig. 1, except 
that it has no hole in the center and should 
be made heavier. The face of the punch 
should be slightly hollowed out, giving it a 
good cutting edge. When the holes in the 
die are perfect then with a punch of this 
kind it is not necessary to draw the temper 
in a mainspring to punch a hole in the end 
of it. Several punches of this kind, vary- 
ing in size, should be at hand for this work. 
The straight sides of the punch throw no 
strain on the die, and the acting length of 
the punch should be long enough to drive 
the waste metal out of the die. 

Small dental drills and burrs may be 
made to serve a useful purpose when used 
in connection with the staking tool. These 
may be purchased from a dental supply 
house, and as they are of excellent mate- 
rial they will last for years. 

The shanks of the burrs may be ground 
down to fit the carrier punch and will, of 
course, be held in an upright position by 
the frame of the stake, and the work can 
be more carefully done than in the lathe, 
as the workman will have a better view of 
it and he will soon become familiar with 
the “touch” as he manipulates the carrier. 
The countersinking for screw heads is one 
of the many uses to which this form of 
tool can be turned to good advantage. 

It is hardly necessary to fit a crank to 
the top of the carrier for this work, but if 
the workman so desires he can get some 
added advantage from the crank by fitting 
the end of a round file—broken off and 
ground smooth—to the carrier and sharp- 
ening the end like a lens drill and use it 
for that purpose. He should place a small 
piece of thin wood—like a spectacle mail- 
ing box, or good cardboard—over his die, 
to keep the residue from the drilling out 
of the mechanism of his staking tool. 

This method of drilling a lens is more 
desirable than to put the drill in a pin vise 
and drill by hand, as the slight deviation 
is liable to crack the lens when the drill is 
almost through. Drill from both sides of 
the lens, using turpentine and oil on the 
drill point. 

Stock steel of the same diameter as the 
punches of the staking tool may be had 
from the material houses, and it is an ex- 
cellent thing to keep on hand. Punches are 
apt to break even with the most careful 
use, and they may be replaced if the mate- 
rial is at hand with which to make the new 
punch. Also steel for stumps, as there are 
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times when a workman will have use for 
a stump of peculiar shape or design, and if 
he has the raw material to make a stump 
or punch, it may save him a great amount 
of annoyance with a hard job. 

Odd time may well be used in the mak- 
ing of stumps with different width slots 
(Fig. 4) to be used in removing table roll- 
ers. The great quantity of very small 
watches in use to-day requires a means of 
removing table rollers of various sizes, and 
the hub of the staff in the thin models is 
so small that it will not permit of the use 
of some of the roller removers that have 
been the right-hand tool of the watch- 
maker for years. These jobs are very an- 
noying, and as there seems to be no limit 
in size and thinness of the timepieces that 
are put out it will be necessary to have 
tools to remove almost any size table roller 
that is manufactured. 

Pinion stumps (Fig. 5) are included in 
almost all staking sets, but in those that do 
not have them these stumps should be on 
the want list, as they are in a class by

themselves in.their particular work of re- 
moving small pinions without disturbing the 
bushing. 

If by abuse the die of the 
staking set becomes damaged, in that the 
holes have become rounded at their edges, 
the die may be removed and the face 
ground down until the holes again possess 
their sharp edges. 

First procure a piece of plateglass, use 
fine emery and grind the surface of it with 
another small piece of plateglass; then, 
using the emery with oil as a grinding 
agent, place the die face down on the glass 
and grind its surface until the holes are 
brought to their original state of perfec- 
tion. 

It is not necessary to polish the die, but 
if the workman so desires he can do so by 
cleaning off the emery and oil from the 
grinding surface of the plateglass and pol- 
ishing the die with rouge and water. This 
process is rather like polishing a lens for a 
reflecting telescope, as it takes quite a while 
to produce a polish. 

The majority of workmen keep their 
staking set on top of their bench and cov- 
ered with a glass cover—that is, if the cov- 
er has not been broken long ago—and there 
is no question but what it is a handy place, 
but very unsightly to the observer if the 
bench is in view of the customers. An ex- 
cellent place to keep a staking set is in the 
large drawer on the right-hand side of the 
bench. This drawer is usually about the 
fifth or sixth from the top of the bench 
and of sufficient size to take the block of 
the staking set when the lower revolving 
part has been removed, and gives room for 


accident or 
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the punches to stand upright in their place, 
accessible by simply opening the drawer, 
giving the workman a view of the end of 
the punches without craning his neck out 
of joint as when they are on top of the 
bench. 

A few precautions in the use of the stak- 
ing set is well to keep in mind: First, nev- 
er give a staking set a job of work that 
should have been taken to the blacksmith 
or a drop press, not that it will come in 
the line of watch work, but often outside 
work is foisted on the staking set which it 
is no more capable of handling than a don- 
key engine is in pulling a train of Pullmans. 
Never use a tapered punch in a hole in the 
die, as it damages the hole each time it is 
driven into it. 

Do not hammer the head of a punch un- 
til the rivetting 1s over, or it will not go 
in the receiving block. 

The staking set does not require the care 
that must be expended on the lathe, but it 
is entitled to sufficient attention to keep it 
in first-class working order and with the 
iverage amount of work it will last for 
years. 

Tools should not be reverenced to the ex- 
tent of being made an object of worship, 
ind they should do their full share of work, 
but to draw a line between use and abuse 
is to be kept in mind, and every conscien- 
tious man knows when he 1s giving a tool 
heavier work than was intended for it.

(QUESTION No. 3325.—What Is the 
Simplest Formula for a Silver Plating 
Solution.—/ have trouble as the plating 
comes off. I do not know if it is due to m\ 
solution, orif 1 donot get the articles prop- 
erly cleaned, or if my current is too strong. 
What is the best way to brighten articles 
when they come out of the plating bath? 
Is there some way of preparing the bath so 
articles come out bright instead of white? 
I will certainly appreciate any information 
you may give me on this matter.

ANSWER:—The trouble may be in the 
cleaning of work or it may be in the solu- 
tion. Below is a simple formula for silver 
plating which, if work is properly cleaned, 
you will have no trouble. 

FORMULA FOR SILVER PLATING SOLUTION. 

Silver chloride, four 
cyanide, 12 ounces; water, one gallon. 

BRIGHT FOR SILVER. 

(Chloroform or ether, two ounces; bisul- 
phide of carbon, four ounces; silver solu- 
tion, two quarts

(QUESTION Screws. 
Will you kindly inform me how to re- 
move a broken screw from a brass plate. 
We have a Swiss cylinder watch, the screw 
holding the balance bridge to the lower 
bridge 1s broken off flush with the top of 
the lower bridge. We cannot turn it in any 
manner; we have tried driving it out but 
without success. What can we use to eat 
this screw out? E.R. 

ANSWER :—Your difficulty may be re- 
moved by using a solution of alum and 
water. Remove all steel parts from the 
lower bridge and leave it in a solution of 
concentrated alum and water. By boiling 
the solution for about half an hour the ac- 
tion will be quicker. The screw hole may 
then be pegged out, leaving the threads un 
harmed. This is the best chemical method 
as it leaves the gilding untouched. All 
traces of the acid should be thoroughly re- 
moved by washing and alcohol. 

QUESTION No, 3327.—Uniform Price 
List for Watch Repairs.—Can you give 
us a uniform price list for watch repairs? 
Is such list recognized or used by any im- 
portant jewelers? Who can we secure such

QuESTION No. 3328.—To Bleach Silver. 

Will you kindly tell us how to bleach 
sterling silver, as often after being polished 
we see streaks or sort of bluish marks 
witch the pickle does not remove. Would 
also like to know what to use in_ the 
tumbling barrels for pol shing. L. & Co. 

ANSWER :—The streaks or marks you de- 
scribe are probably caused by some foreign 
substance on your buff or polishing wheel. 
They can be easily removed by heating your 
work (unless soft soldered) to a very dull 
red and then plunging it, while still hot, 
into a weak pickle (one part sulphuric to 20 
parts water). But if the work is 
soldered the streaks must be removed me- 
chanically. (2) Use soapsuds and hard- 
ened steel shot. Best results can be had 
by mixing white soap with hot water and 
adding a little powdered borax. The best 
hardened steel shot are none too 
Shot about one-sixteenth inch in diameter 
are best, but a larger size must be used if 
there are small crevices or holes in the work 
into which the shot are apt to stick. 

QUESTION No, 3329.—To Keep Frost 
Off Windows. ago you 1/- 
lustrated a device to keep a window clear 
from frost. You said tt was made in 
London. Can you give me more definite 
information in regard to it? I am troubled 
a great deal that way. C. B. 7. 


ANSWER :—The device referred to is un- 
doubtedly a blower, driven either with a 
water or electric motor in such a manner 
that the blast has full swav on the win- 
dow. An electric-driven fan such as 1s 
used during Summer in offices and stores 
answers the purpose. If placed so that a 
full blast sweeps the window. the frost is 
quickly dissipated. The electric-fan device 
is perhaps the most practical, as it can be 
set in motion when needed and turned off 
when the window is dried. Much experi- 
menting with preventives for frosted win- 
dows has resulted in the following conclu- 
sions: A show window will not show frost 
or gather moisture should the air be near 
the temperature of outdoors. For this rea- 
son an inner window space is recommend- 
ed—making the show window a compart- 
ment. The lights should be placed outside 
of this compartment. unless electric light 
is used. Ventilation from the outside 1s 
obtained by openings in the floor of the

This will prevent 
any moisture forming thereon and may 
Stay until it collects so much dust that the 
window becomes obscured, when it can be 
washed off and a new coat applied. 
QUESTION No. 3330,—Refining Filings, 
Containing Iron, Soft Solder, Etc. 
—Kindly let us know how to refine fiings 
that contain iron, soft solder and brass and 
then remain 24 karat. Se an 
ANSWER: — Ordinary jewelers’ filings, 
commonly called lemel, containing the im- 
purities you mention, should be first heated 
in a common frying pan to burn out all 
superfiuous material such as wood, dust, 


grease, etc. When cool remove as much 
of the iron as you can with a magnet. 


Then take what is left of the filings and put 
into an earthenware crock that will hold at 
least four times the bulk of your filings. 
Cover the filings with hot water,then add 
nitric (chemically pure) acid gradually until 
you can see it is attacking the filings. Then 
add smali quaniities from time to time un- 
til you have a solution’ of approximately 
equal parts nitric acid and water. Care 
must be taken not to add the acid too fast, 
as it may effervesce or boil over the crock 
and a loss of precious metal will result. 
When all chemical action has ceased and 
the undissolved particles of alloy has set- 
tlead to the bottom of the crock; carefully 
pour off acid solution until nothing but a 
heavy sediment remains. There is a loss of 
metal in pouring which is very slight. Dry 
the sediment to prepare it for the crucible. 
Then melt into a button. For this purpose 
use a sand crucible. When cool break the 
crucible with a hammer and extract but- 
ton. Next wrap the button into four times 
its weight of sheet lead. Get a cupel of 
suitable size. (A cupel is a crucible made 
of bone ash and Portland cement.) Place 
button and sheet lead in cupel and heat to 
a cherry red, but not white heat. The lead 
will act as a flux and eats all the base al- 
lov from gold and leaves the gold practi- 
cally 24 karat: a slight percentage of silver 
wili be present. As the mass of metal in 
cupel becomes red, a small distinct ball or 
“bull’s-eye” will form, which is the nucleus 
of gold. This method is for small quanti- 
ties of refinings only.

This, of course, should 
be done by an experienced jeweler, as it 
takes considerable experience to do it rea- 
sonably well.

After the 
engraving has been removed the file marks 
can be taken out with a piece of Scotch 
stone, which should be dipped in water fre- 
quently. A piece of jeweler’s charcoal that 
has been lying in oil a few days in order 
to prepare it will be found to be of advan- 
tage, if used after the Scotch stone, inas- 
much as it makes the polishing easier. 

Knowledge of proportions as well as good 
taste is necessary in order to be able to 
turn out first-class work. If the engraving 
is not in proportion, or the style in keeping 
with the article, the proper effect cannot 
be obtained, regardless as to how good the 
job may be designed and cut. Many en- 
gravers who have attained the ability to 
turn out good work have neglected to pay 
attention to this subject, which is indispen- 
sable to high-class work. You would not 
consider a painting artistic unless the colors 
used blended well; so why should a piece 
of engraving that is designed and cut well 
be considered so unless it is in proportion 
and keeping with the article?

Fig. 42 shows three gravers, 
of which A will cut shallow and rather 
wide, B will cut deeper and not so wide, 
while C will make a deep, narrow cut. 

Silver deposit ware always gives more or 
less trouble on account of the thinness of 
the silver. On some pieces it is quite im- 
possible to cut a cypher with a square 
graver without cutting through the silver. 
With such pieces it is advisable to cut the 
monogram, first in single outline, with a 
square graver, and then using a liner to do

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WING to the continued advance in the 
cost of cuttlefish bone jewelers are 
turning their attention to sand as a casting 
medium. Molding sand is a variety of 
earth that is mined, consequently a natural 
product. This sand, which naturally con- 
tains some loam, 1s moistened so that it can 
be balled like snow and, to obtain even dis- 
tribution of the moisture, is worked over 
with an iron scraper (hoop iron) or with 
the hands to insure its freedom from lumps. 
lor moistening it thin beer may be used, 
says the Journal der Goldschmiedekunst. 
The rim-like frames that receive the sand 
for the preparation of a sand mold are 
known as jewelers’ flasks. These molding 
flasks are made in every possible size, ac- 
cording to their purpose. Those in most 
frequent demand by jewelers are obtainable 
of the larger supply dealers. Small ones, 
such as are used for rings and other small 
objects, can be readily made. They con- 
sist of two frames of flat iron, of exactly 
the same size, that fit accurately on one 
another. One of the two frames has at 
both sides two studs; the other, at the cor- 
responding place at each side, two holes 
in which, when the surfaces are placed to- 
studs on the other side accu- 
These studs and holes serve the 


gether, the 
rately fit. 
purpose, when the two halves of the flask 
are taken apart, of insuring their being put 
together again exactly as they were. They 
thus, to a certain extent, replace a locking 
edge. 

In casting the molding flasks are set up 
on the high edge. In both frames holes are 
provided in the upper edge for pouring in 
the metal, so that each frame contains half 
the “gate,” or pouring rim. When both 
frames are put together the two hollows 
in the frame form the pouring rim or gate. 
On both sides, in addition to these open- 
ings, two other proportionately smaller 
holes should be cut to serve as air escape 
vents. Molding is effected in the following 
manner: One of the two halves of the 
flask is placed flat on the molding bench 
with the pouring apertures and air vents 
up. This half is then filled with sand, care 
being taken to press the sand in as firmly 
as possible, after which the mass 1s struck 
off level with the aid of an iron straight- 
edge or similar tool. The pattern or pat- 
terns to be molded are pressed half-way 
into the molding sand surface, preferably 
rather toward the bottom from the casting 
gate, to allow plenty of room for the pour- 
ing head. The longer this is the more 
pressure it will exert in pouring and the 
sharper the casting will be. 

All around the half-molded pattern is 
then cleaned off with the aid of a molder’s 
rod, an iron spatula or the like, so that the 
casting joint will be as clean as possible. 
With a soft brush every particle of sand 
is removed from the surface of the pattern 
that may have fallen on it, and the pattern 
and the surface of molding sand are dusted 


with lycopodium as a parting mpound. 
About two tablespoonfuls of ly 

are tied up in a little linen bag and the 
dusting is with this. When that is 
done the other half of the molding flask is 
placed on the filled first half. The second 
half is then filled with sand, first by sifting 
the sand to the depth of two fingers 
through a fine hair-cloth sieve. Then add 
more sand with the hands until it rises in 
a little heap over the flask, and then press 
the sand down tight. For this purpose a 
short pestle (a round or square piece of 
wood) can be used. Very practical for this 
purpose is a cannon ball, a pitch-block ball 
or the like. The object press the 
molding sand very firmly together. This 
being done, the full flask, as in the preced- 
scraped off with the iron 
straight-edge.

If, as often happens on molding the sec- 
ond half, in the first well molded small 
pieces have been broken out at the edge of 
the pattern, repairs must be carefully made 
before powdering by applying sand with the 
aid of the spatula. If in separating the 
finally molded flasks small pieces break off 
they must be taken with the spatula with- 
out damaging them and, after the removal 
of the pattern, restored to their place, 
moistening them with water (applied by 
means of a small guill brush) and pressing 
them in gently. The pouring rims and 
channels for the escape of the air during 
casting are then to be opened. The flasks 
must then be dried at a very gentle fire, 
care being taken that the fire does not touch 
the flasks. It 1s best to set the two halves 
up leaning together at the top like a tent, 


with the molded sides turned inward. Dry- 


ing is continued until the heated flasks no 
longer steam, or, 1n other words, are per-

gree that th 
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molded surfaces are slightly soot-coated by 
means of a flaming pine chip and the flask 
is put together and placed on a board about 
as large as the molding flask, and on which 
molding sand has been very evenly spread 
to a depth of two to three centimeters, cov- 
ering it with a second board. The whole 
is then screwed tightly in a wooden screw- 
press. The joints at the sides of the mold- 
ing flask (not the upper side) are smeared 
with clay to prevent any possible escape of 
the metal, and the mold, now ready for 
casting, is placed so that in casting it will 
be easy to get at. If it is not intended to 
cast at once the mold should be placed with 
the pouring hole turned downward so that 
nothing may fall in or on it. 

Particular attention must be bestowed on 
the location of the air vents and the pour- 
ing channel. The object is to have the 
channels as wide as possible to insure quick 
entrance of the fluid metal and to so ar- 
range the air vents that the air will offer 
the least possible resistance to the inflowing 
metal. Particularly plenty of metal must 
be carried to the weak parts of the pat- 
tern by providing wide channels at short 
distance from the outline of the pattern 
and connecting these by many _ smaller 
branches with the spaces into which metal 
must enter. 

The molding sand used can be made use 
of several times over, but for this purpose 
it must on each occasion be very thoroughly 
rubbed down and sifted. For fine castings 
it is best to use new sand, or at any rate 
only new sand should be sifted directly 
onto the pattern. The fineness of the cast- 
ing and its sharpness depend on the fine 
grain of the molding sand, on the properly 
distributed great pressure of the inflow 
channels and on the proper temperature of 
the casting metal. In this case, too, “prac- 
tise makes perfect.” 





Plating by Impact. 

from The Brass World.) 
A N account has been published of a 

metal spray process of plating, the 

invention of a Swedish engineer, and from 
a patent recently issued it appears that a 
similar process has been in course of de- 
velopment by C. Francis Jenkins, of Wash- 
ington, D. C., better known as the inventor 
of the now standard type of motion picture 
projecting machine. 

This process can perhaps be best under- 
stood if one remembers that when an elec- 
tric lamp bulb gives way a discoloration of 
the inside of the bulb occurs; and also that 
when a fuse plug “blows” the mica cover 
is discolored. This color is black when the 
fuse is of lead, but it is a reddish color 
when a piece of copper wire is used. This 
would seem fo indicate some kind of a de- 
posit resulting from the blowing of the 
fuse—that it is not completely volatilized. 
Under a magnification of 300 diameters or 
more minute particles of a copper wire are 
discovered adhering to the cover of the 
fuse plug, and when a common visiting card 
is used for a cover instead of the mica a 
decided deposit is attained. Repeated

charges of such a fuse result in a complete 
coating on the card. When this surface 1s 
burnished with some smooth, hard object 
a shiny, polished metal surface results. 

A fuse used in this manner is in effect a 
gun which throws out a shower of minia- 
ture shot so small as to be invisible to the 
naked eye, and this would operate success- 
fully for covering almost any surface but 
for the annoyance of the frequent replace- 
ments with short pieces of copper wire. 

This led naturally to the development of 
a special “gun” into the barrel of which a 
copper wire is continuously fed. A pair of 
small rollers actuated by a motor pulls the 
wire off the supply spool and projects it 
across the barrel until the end touches the 
opposite surface. The inner lining of the 
barrel and the propelling rollers are in se- 
ries in an electric circuit, though insulated 
from each other, so that a short circuit is 
formed between the rollers and the lining 
and the wire is instantly melted, and the 
heat of the wire causes it to be thrown out 
of the barrel against any object held in 
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PLATING GUN. 
position for that purpose. When a plural- 
ity of wires are used, or a flat ribbon, in 
order to cover a larger area in a given time, 
it is found desirable to add a propelling 
force. and this is done by introducing into 
the barrel behind the wire a small charge 
of explosive gas, i. e., oxy-hydrogen gas, 
gasoline vapor, ether, or common city gas 
properly mixed with air will answer. The 
melting of the wire explodes the charge, 
which projects the miniature metallic par- 
ticles, that are momentarily suspended in 
the gas, against the object to be coated. As 
the wire is steadily fed across the barrel, 
and the melting is instantaneous, there are 
time intervals during which new charges 
of gas are introduced following successive 
ignitions, and a succession of miniature ex- 
plosions following each other with rapid 
frequency, something like the exhaust of 
an automobile motor. 

It has been found that objects of a great 
variety can be coated in this manner and 
that any electrically conductive material 
can be used for the purpose. Coatings of 
lead, tin, zinc, aluminum, iron, copper, sil- 
ver and gold are readily formed in this 
manner.

Wood, metals, fabrics, plaster, wax, glass, 
in fact almost any substance, can be suc- 
cessfully coated. Metallic platings of one’s 
thumb can be taken in this manner, for it 
seems that the metallic particles, being so 
very, very small, give up what heat they 
carry so quickly that no unpleasant sensa- 
tion results. With wax or glue casts one 
can produce a shell of extreme thinness by 
melting out the glue in hot water. In like 
manner ribbons of extreme thinness 
be made as a continuous process. 

One of the meritorious features of this 
method is its great economy, for all of the 
heat developed in the melting of wire is 
usefully employed; none of it is wasted. 
Articles which would be destroyed in an 
acid electroplating bath can be coated, and 
coating by this process is many times more 
rapid than electroplating. 

The accompanying line drawing illustrates 
the general construction of the gun, B be- 
ing the stock, A the barrel, lined with mica,

a conductive lining E electrically con- 
nected through one of the wires [| to the 
source of current. Another of the wires 


I is electrically attached to the gun bar- 
rel and the wire-propelling rollers H. 
The third of the wires I goes to the latch 
S, which is an electric switch controlling 
the motor (not shown) which actuated the 
rollers H through a flexible shaft. G is 
the wire to be volatilized, and J is a tube 
which leads explosive gas into the barrel 
of the gun. A small ball in the enlargement 
of the tube J near the upper end serves 
check valve, preventing “backfire” 
down the tube. 

The operation of the gun is perhaps al- 
most obvious from the drawing, the wire 
G being fed forward by the rotation of 
the rollers H, soon comes into contact with 
the inner lining E of the gun barrel and 
thereupon is instantaneously melted. The 
melting of the wire explodes the gas which 
meantime entered the gun _ barrel 
through the tube J and the minute globules 
into which the metal forms immediately 
it is melted are projected with violence 
against whatever is set in front of it and 
stick thereto. Subsequent charges of these 
minute pellets, so small as to be invisible 
to the unaided eye, strike on the same spot, 
forming a permanent weld with the preced- 
ing charges until a homogeneous coat of 
any thickness desired results.
